“ From some cause, not explained, Quetzalcoatl 
incurred the wrath of one of the principal gods, 
and was compelled to abandon the country. On 
his way, he stopped at the city of Cholula where 
a temple was dedicated to his worship, the mas- 
sive ruins of which still form one of the most in- 
teresting relics of antiquity in Mexico. When he 
reached the shores of the Mexican Gulf, he took 
leave of his followers, promising that he and his 
descendants would revisit them hereafter, and 
then, entering his wizard skiff, made of serpent’s | 
sking, embarked on the great ocean for the fabled | 
land of Tlaplallan. He was said to have been tall 
in stature, with a white skin, long, dark hair, and 
a flowing beard.

Don PEDRO p’ALVARADO, 
; (The Companion of Cortez.) 

-Signor :—I passed from my labors here in 1641. 
I am Pedro d’Alvarado, the governor of Guate- 
mala, I was one of the followers of Cortez: I 
am compelled to come here to-day by the Toltecs 
‘and the Mayvas, to explain what they desire me 
to, as an atonement for my persecution of these 
people. They desire me to say to you that in the

Hemis- 
phere, as to show that the former were the more 
ancient models, of which the latter are more 
modern and improved copies, or imitations. By 
examining the antiquities of Central America and 
Boro Bada, any archeologist.can readily see they 
were the work of a kindred people, and that those 
of America were the mostancient, The statues of 


| the gods in the temples of Boro Bada, Ceylon, 
-and-Mathura,-are but-more perfect specimens of 
the same art that pródùcėd the remains of Ven-" 
tral America.

[We translate the following account of Alvarado 
from the Biographie Universelle.—Ep. 

“Don Pedro d’Alvarado, one of the conquerors 
of Mexico, governor of the province of Guatema- 
la, and Cavalier of the Order of St. James, was 
born at Badajoz. He accompanied Cortes to 


Mexico in 1518, and, yet young, shared the for- | 


tune and the glory of that conqueror, of whom he 
became one of the principal officers. Entrusted, 
in 1520, with the command of the City of Mexico, 
and the guarding of Montezuma, while his gen- 


‘eral marched against Narvaez, he collected the 
-Mexicans at a public’ feast, and, excited bya de- 
‘sire to acquire-their- jéwels and -adornments, he 
‘rushed upon them with his soldiers, causing great 


carnage, which caused a’ general insurrection. 


Alvarado, assailed by. a multitude of furious peo- 


ple, was rescued by. Cortes, who gave: him the 


valor and extreme agility. He leaped by the aid 
of his lance, a gap made in the dike of: Tlacapan 
erected toarrest him on his retreat, which hassince 


‘borne the name of ‘the leap of Alvarado,’ Other 


Spaniards wished to follow his example, but’ they 
fell.in the chasm, and’ miserably -perished. there. 


‘This exploit caused. the lieutenant of Cortes to: 


be called the ‘leaping Captain.’ When: Cortes 
turned back-and undertook the siege. of Mexico, 


he entrusted the command of a ‘detached corps 
‘to Alvarado, who contributed much to the entire 


conquest of Mexico. He subbued the province of 
at, Tatulepec; that 
he called Segura, and subdued the provinces of 
Socomesco and Gautemala, = = : a 
.. “Accused of the abuse of power before Charles V. 


he went to:Spain to justify himself, was sent away 
absolved. and appointed to the governorship of 


Guatemala, but tiring soon of a life so monoto- 


‘nous, he felt re-awakened in him the passion. for 
“great enterprises, by all that was then published 
of the discovery of Peru. Alvarado feigning. to’ 


believe that the kingdom of Quito was not: com- 


prised in the limits assigned to Pizarro, resolved 


to render himself master of it, Eight hundred 


‘volunteers, attracted by his reputation, ranged 


themsélves- under his -flags.- He embarked with 


them, landed at’ Puerto- Vigo; in 1535, and march- 
ed straight upon Quito, across the chain of the 


Andes, by a route until then impassable, endur- 
ing the hardest privation and fatigue. No expe- 
dition in the New World was.ever accomplished 
through greater dangers.. Arrived upon the plain 
of Riobamba, Alvarado found: Almagro, detached 
by Pizarro with:a body of Spanish troops to repel 
him. At the moment when hostilities were about 
to commence, the two parties opened negotiations, 
and Alvarado consented to abandon his enter- 
prise, forfeiting 100,000 piasters that Pizarro: made 

im pay. He afterwards assisted Pizarro in the 
conquest of Peru, and returned to his govern- 
ment. But, always devoured by a love of discov- 


ery, he embarked for. California, traversing more | 


than three hundred leagues of unknown country, 
and came back to Mexico, He marched a short 
time afterwards against the Indians of Xalisco, 
who were in revolt. He was struck, while pur- 
suing the enemy, by an enormous stone detached 
from a rock, and died, in 1541,.in consequence of 
this accident, with the reputation of having béen 
one of the most active and intrepid conquerors of 
the New World.” >
